GRANULATED  PEAT  MOSS 

Azaleas,  Rhododendrons,  and  similar  plants  need  an  acid  soil.  This  can 
be  supplied  in  a  great  degree  by  Granulated  Peat  Moss  worked  into  the  soil 
and  used  as  a  mulch.  The  price  is  $4.00  a  bale  f.  o.  b.  Southwick,  Mass., 
Boston,  Mass.,  or  New  York  City.  A  bale  will  cover  240  square  feet,  one  inch 
deep. 
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
